There was adso a letter ad¬ 
dressed to the probate court 
which was as follows: "Elizabeth 
Stanbury Smith made an assign¬ 
ment of all rights to the property 
at 227 Wilson .street to me before 
her death. I now assign all rights 
to said property to Sally lane 
Smith." 

The note to Sally Jane Smith 
warned her to beware of gas 
when she entered the house. Indi¬ 
cating he may have considered 
asphyxiating himself, later chang¬ 
ing his mind. He apologized for

.said they were not contracted on 
behalf of himself. 

Mr. Smith had been lonesome 
since the death of his wife. 
Elizabeth Stanberry Smith, two 
months ago. He became despond¬ 
ent and his health was poor He 
confided to intimates that though 
an expert electrical engineer he 
was past the age and in such 
physical condition that It was 
difficult If not impossible to se¬ 
cure employment and that he was 
In poor circumstances. 

Mr. Smith was born In Mos¬ 
cow, Idaho, May 1, 1885. He had 
been In the electrical business for 
20 years. In 1932 her resigned a 
good position in Washington to 
with Mrs. Smith here during 
an illness and remained at her 
side until her death.

Clarence K. Streit, author of 
the current international best sel¬ 
ler "Union Now” which Is being 
proclaimed a.a probably one of 
"the most Important books pub¬ 
lished thus far In the twentieth 
century," and Mrs. Streit were 
houseguests last week at the 
Jiome rf Dr. and Mrs. Theodore 
Dunha.a, Jr., 595 Elm street, 
while Mr. Streit wa.s ’filling lec¬ 
ture engagement.s In Southern 
California. 

Many prominent Sierra Mad- 
reans have joined with well known 
cltlzen.s of other communities In 
showing sincere interest in Mr. 
Streits plan for a federal union 
of the 15 democracie.s, for the 
advancement of international se¬ 
curity. 

Mr. Streit, who has given five 
years to creation of the plan. Is 
a Rhodes Scholar who for 10 
years has been a correspondent 
for the New York Times at Ge¬ 
neva, covering the League of Na¬ 
tions, from 1929 to 1939. 

His plan is ’for a federal union 
of the democracies following the 
plan of the original 13 American 
colonies, which would maintain a 
common army, naval and air¬ 
force, currency and citizenship, 


with free trade and Immigration. 

“None of the proposed nations 
has been at war with any of the 
others for more than 100 years,” 
states Mr. Streit, who adds that 
"They do 70 per cent of their 
pre.sent forelgai trade with each 
other, and have the same ba.slc 
ideas of individual 'freedom and 
representative government." 

His proposed union would have 
60 to 95 jaer cent of practlealiv 
every e.ssentlal war material. No 
other nation or group of nations 
would dare to attack It, once its 
defen.se forces were united. Mr. 
.Streit says. The plan also pro¬ 
vides for the entrance of other 
nations In^o the Federation as 
they are able to meet the demo¬ 
cratic requirements.

Carving the Thanksgflvlng tur¬ 
key can be transformed from an 
arduous ordeal, fraught with 
many embarrassing hazards, Into 
a consumnaate work of art that 
will arouse the envious admira¬ 
tion of all who observe, simply 
by following a few simple rules. 

Etiquette and good form dictate 
that the Thanksgiving bird be
